J. L. Gilbert, 63, farmer residing at 


j Columbus, 12 miles northwest of Hope, 


committed suicide Sunday by hang- 
ing himself. Ill health, coupled with 
financial difficulties were advanced 
as a motive for his act. 


Gilbert left home about 8 o'clock 


Sunday morning, telling his wife he 
intended to inspect his cotton crop. 
When he failed to return home for 
lunch, a search was instituted. Mrs. 
Gilbert discovered the body about 3 
p. m. hanging from a rope which was 
attached lo a rafter in the barn. 


A coroner's jury returned a verdict 


of suicide. It was believed that he 


! used a plank lo climb to the rafter, 


then tied the rope around his neck 
and leaped to his death. He left no 
notes. 


Funeral services were to be held 


Monday afternoon at Westmoreland 
cemetery, near Old Liberty. Mr. Gil- 
bert was born and reared in Hemp- 
stead county. He had lived at Col- 
umbus about a year, moving there 
from Old Liberty community.

The child naturally exhibited a heal- 


thy rebellion against this point of 
view, which took the form of the 
difficult reactions that I have men- 
tioned. 


The most troublesome type of dis- 


order to control in the ordinary child 
is afood fad or food habit, resulting 
eventually in its. refusal to eat. Some- 
times children will not eat because 
they have found out that certain foods 
disagdee with them, so that a certain 
amount of respect for children's taste 
within the limits of good health will 
make much less difficulty for their 
parents in regard to food. 


However, children are great imita- 


tors and, if some grown-up member 
of the family has frequently express- 
ed dislike for some foods or exhibited 
strange fads In that regard, it will not 
be at all surprising if the child sud- 
denly shows up with a similar notion. 


Most of the feeding problems arise 


in early infancy. Parents begin to 
worry about the baby's height and 
weight. They try to force the child 
to eat. 


Immediately there begins a psycho- 


logical battle between the parents and 
the child which gradually extends it- 
self from the question of eating to 
other questions. 


When the child once begins to as- 


sert itself in opposition to the par- 
ents' pressure and wishes, all the 
problems are accentuated. 


A careful analysis of this situation

Out of China Comes This Bizarre Mystery Which Has 


Stirred a Furore Across the Land as 


Answer Awaited

SHANGHAI—All China, forgetting 


forgetting for the moment 
famine, 


flood, earthquake, and foreign ag- 
gression, is intent on the question of 
whether Yao Ching-ping is a girl or 
a boy, and if so, why. ' 


Yao Ching-ping js a slight, • pale-, 


cheeked, almond-eyed'young person. 
Six months ago Yao was a 20-year- 
old Tientsin gir.l living quietly in the 
cloistered courts of her father's house, 
sewing, reading the classics of Chinese 
poetry, existing pallidly as do other 
Chinese girls of her rank and station. 


She had a sweetheart, a young of- 


ficer with the Northern army, with 
which her father was also serving as 
an officer. She had planned to enter 
a girls' school. 


Seeks Man's Revenge 


But suddenly same belated word 


that Yao's father had been killed in 
Manchuria. The cloistered house was 
thrown into 
mourning. 
Plans for 


school and marriage were temporarily 
shattered. 


Yao seemed to spend 
more time 


planning revenge for her

death than in the seemly mourning 
of a well-taught Chinese girl. 


For weeks she brooded, retiring into

This person,' when a -child,, was 
undoubtedly a girl.- I am" positive of 
that. Litttle by little the change took 
j.lace, until the las sage, which was 
mos sudden and occurred during a 
thunderstorm. 


"After the convulsion of a great 


clap of thunder, this person appeared 
to have become a manly youth. Sup- 
erstitious people here think there has 
been an act of the gods. I say it is for 
science to decide." 


But as for Yao's sweetheart, he de- 


cided for himself. 
Dazed, he went 


away from Tientsin in a hurry. And 
Yao set out for Nanking and a mili- 
tary career. 


Nation Is Amazed 


Yao's journey created a sensation. 


The vernacular papers were full of the 
story. 
People 
flocked to see the 


strange traveler. A visit was made 
to Shanghai, which rocked with con- 
troversy over the phenomenon. 


Yao submitted to private examina- 


tions by Chinese physicians, who de- 
clared that Mr. Yao was indeed the 
proper title for the person who had 
been Miss Yao. The features had alt- 
ered, become masculine, the voice had 
changed, there was a hint of a beard. 


American arid'European physicians 


were interested, .but were refused op- 
portunity 
to 
examine 
Yao. The 


strange individual continued with the- 
project to join the army, and appli- 
cation with the government is pend- 
ing. 


Other Cases Known 


China buzzes with excitement over 
the latest example of a phenomenon 
which crops up from time to time all 
ever the world. Last year there were 
two similar cases, one in France, one 
in Kittanning, Pa. 


In France, Alice Henriette Access 


of Lille was aided by 14 operations to 
become Henri Access after nature had 
apparently hesitated between the two. 


And at Kittanning, Clara Schreck- 


engost, 20-year-old abnormal "daugh- 
ter" of a Pennsylvania

farmer, was also aided by a series of 
operations in becoming definitely a 
boy instead of a girl. 


In the case now 
agitating China, 


there is no evidence that medical help 
was used, and this ha.s added fuel to 
the mystery.
